Pumagilltn has been reported to be 
an effective treatm ent for nosema 
disease a common cause of weak- 
I ness in bees. 
Tests carried out through coopera­ 
tion between entomologists of the 
117. S Department of Agriculture and 
several State 
experiment 
stations 
(notably Wisconsin, but also Minne­ 
sota and Iowa' 
have shown that 
fumagillin controls 
the 
protozoan 
organism which causes nosema. 
It 
was also found that fumagillin can 
be administered in common feeding 
practices, and it does not harm the 
bees when fed in quantities required 
for nosema control. 
Cause Of Trouble 
Fumegillin 
is 
obtainable 
from 
established bee supply houses, along 
with directions for feeding It. 
The 
antibiotic is packaged In lots suit­ 
able for use in treating from one to 
large numbers of bee colonies. 
Nosema is described as the com ­ 
monest cause of trouble in establish­ 
ment of productive colonies from \ 
package bees. 
The disease is wide- I 
spread and restricts production of j 
all classes of bees, but its effects are 
more conspicuous in package Colo-1 
nies because of the small population

Bargaining alii begin May 18 
with U. S. Steel Corp., the nation’s 
top steel producer and traditional 
leader of the industry. Other firma 
are expected to set dates for ne­ 
gotiations soon. 
The USW sent oat formal 60-day 
notices last week telling basic steel 
companies it wants to negotiate 
new contracts to replace pacts ex­ 
piring June 30 and asking them to 
set dates for discussion of "wages, 
pensions, insurance and all condi­ 
tions of employment.” 
Won Boost Last Year 
In i*« bargaining with U. S. Steel 
and other basic producers,

PITTSBURGH (JU A new test 
will make possible a quicker check 
on the effectiveness of the Salk 
polio vaccine. 
Dr. Jonas E. Salk, who devel­ 
oped the vaccine, and Dr. J. S. 
Younger, both of the University of 
Pittsburgh, explained the new' test 
at a session yesterday of the So­ 
ciety of American Bacteriologists. 
They said the test employs color 
changes to show whether the blood 
of an Inoculated child has devel­ 
oped sufficient antibodies to kill 
live polio viruses. 
New Technique Available 
Dr# Salk said the new testing 
techniques has already been made 
available to laboratories cooperat­ 


ing in the current nationwide field 
trials of his vaccine.
